FATAL ^j|e Didn't Want Him Punished For 


His Career Here Began When he 


Walked From Shelbyville, His 


Birthplace, at Age of 14. 


A life of thrift and unusual indus­ 
try ended yesterday morning about 
eleven o’clock, when Fred A Ca pp, 
age seventy-two years, probably the 
best known man in Rush county aud 
one of the wealthiest farm ers in the 
county, died at his home at 334 North 
Main street of creeping paralysis. 
Mr. Capp’s condition had been pre­ 
carious since a week ago last Friday 
when he took suddenly ill at 
the 
county fair and 
had to be 
hauled 
home. 
He had been feeling bad 
a 
week prior to that. His kidneys were 
affected and creeping paralysis de­ 
veloped and finally sapped up his 
life blood. 
Members of his family 
have been at his bedside constantly 
since the attack and little liojie had 
been held out for his recovery*. 
Fred Capp w as 
probably 
better 
known to the farmers of Rush county 
than any tither man. He attained an 
enviable reputation as an auctioneer 
until it came to pass that a public 
sale was hardly a sale unless Fred 
‘Capp was there to cry it. Ile has of­ 
ficiated at practically all of the pub­ 
lic sales in Rush coalify in the last 
ten or fifteen years. 
Tt was in this; manner that he be­ 
came acquainted all over Rush coun­ 
ty. 
Because of his wide acquaint­ 
ance Fred Capp found many methods 
to tam his ability to trade into mon­ 
ey. M ary large land sales have been 
brought about bv him without the 
public generally having any know­ 
ledge of it. Tt lins been said of him 
that he has brought about deals in 
land that the most experienced real 
estate men could not accomplish. So 
much confidence did so many wealthy 
men in Rash county have in Mr. Capp 
that they have given him a signed 
check and told him to buy a piece of 
land at whatever figure he deemed 
reasonable. 
There have not lieen many public 
m eetings in recent years in which 
Fred < app has 
not 
participated. 
Whenever there was any announcing 
to be done, Fred Capp was the man. 
He had a stentorian voice acquired in 
hi- long service as an auctioneer. 
Fred Capp was a staunch Republi­ 
can and was 
always 
high in the 
counsels of the party in Rush county. 
In his early life he served as deputy 
sheriff under Sheriff Jot Cook. 
Al­ 
though he rendered the party much 
of service, lie never sought any of 
its emoluments. 
He 
was always 
steadfast iu the G. O. P. belief and 
always staved with the ship when it 
was beset with squalls without and 
within. 
Mr, Capp had long been identified 
with the financial interests of Rush­ 
ville and Rush 
county 
for many 
years. 
He had large holdings in the 
Rush County National bank and was 
one of its directors. 
The present 
prosperity of the Rush County Farm ­ 
ers Insurance Company, a local in­ 
stitution. is largely due to his busi­ 
ness jndgment, because lie was ac­ 
tuary of the company when it was 
beset by some of the evil* common 10 
a young organization which is enter­ 
ing a new field. 
Although Mr. Capp was not the 
largest land owner in Rush county, 
there are few farm ers living who had 
more of the good Rush county soil in 
their possession than had he at the 
time of his death. 
It is estimated 
that he owned about nine hundred 


acres in his own name, while his son.

Although the boe- will be avail­ 
able, no mail except special delivery 
letters will be distributed or deliver­ 
ed. 
The mail obtainable through the 
boxes will include all that is received 
at the office up until closing time on 
Saturday night. In this way business 
men and the newspapers and all the 
holders of lock boxes can get some of 
their mail on Sunday 
and the a r­ 
rangement will be lietter than having 
tile office clo-ed all day. 
The order 
received here is as follows:

appears to be some misapprehension 
among postmasters 
a- regards the 
provision in the Postoffice Appropri­ 
ation Act for the fiscal year ending 
.Tune 30, TDI2. relating to the delivery 
of mail on Sunday at the first ami 
second class po-toffice- concerning 
which certain instructions were is- 
ued by circular letter dated the 24th 
in-tant. This provision as construed 
bv the postm aster general does not 
require the lobbies of such offices to 
be closed on Sundays, but simply that 
the delivery of mail to 
the general 
public through the general delivery, 
tarriers’ windows, and boxes lie dis­ 
continued. Mail 
that i- 
received 
in time for 
di-tribution 
into such 
boxes before midnight on Saturday 
should lie distributed to 
the boxes 
and be available to the lock-box hold­ 
er- on Sunday as usual. 
“Tile only mail that av ill In* affected 
under tile postmaster general’s con­ 
struction of the new law is that at 
the postoffices rereived on Sunday 
which has hitherto been distributed to 
the lock boxes.” 
Since the passing of the appropri- 
tion act by congress, the provision 
calling for tile Sunday clo-ing has 
caused much discussion and a gener­ 
al complaint was heard. 
According 
to statem ents made by Postm aster 
General Hitchcock it was not tile in­ 
tention of the law to clamp th* lid 
down on the postoffices oil Sur lay.

The Rev. W. II. Wylie preached a 
Labor day sermon on the subject, 
“Christ and the Toilers,” at the St. 
Paul M. E. church last evening. Al­ 
though the 
night was warm, 
the 
crowd was good sized. At the outset 
the mini-ter said it was not his in­ 
tention to discuss the great industrial 
problems, but to show the relation of 
the church to the work-a-day man. 
“There is a tendency among wage 
earners,” said the Rev. 
Mr. Wylie, 
“to drift away from church because 
they think it is no place for them. It 
i- an exception for the ministry to 
cater to the rich, although this is the 
common conception. 
The ministry is 
not servile, with few exceptions. The 
church, through the ministry, 
has 
kept alive tin* spirit of brotherhood. 
It i- not lal-e to it- heritage of tile 
centuries. 
“The church is made up of toilers. 
It will be an evil day for the laboring 
n an and a 
terrible day 
for 
the 
linrch it the time ever arrive- when 
there i- a gulf separating the two. 
The belief of the wage earner- is par- 
laity due to their suspicious attitude. 
Many folks come into the church to 
be slighted, and we generally find 
that for which we are looking.” 
The mini-ter cited the case of the 
man who spends his last nickel in a 
aloon and then i- thrown out on his 
head. 
He said such a man would go 
right back to the saloon and receive 
tile same kind of treatment, and still 
maintain the saloon kee|»er was a 
jolly good fellow. 
But. he declared, 
it’ the church asks for even one of 
these nickels, it i- called mercenary. 
The church has never resorted to 
throwing people out to gain recruits,” 
lie said. 
“Some of u- get the idea,” he con­ 
tinued. “that we are not wanted be­ 
cause someone’s wife has a better 
dress than ours. 
The church is no 
place for class distinction because 
we are all one big family. You have 
been to a family reunion where the 
spirit of comradeship is so apparent. 
There they are all one, no m atter the 
kind of dress or the unfortunate cir­ 
cumstances of the members. 
“Whether or not the church has 
always been true to its mission,” said 
the pastor, “certainly the 
one fact 
remains that Jesus Christ is the best 
friend the toiler has 
ever had. 
We 
all owe him a debt, but the working 
man owes him a tremendous one. No 
such aa occasion as Labor Day could 
have been possible had (’brist, the 
carpenter’s son. not lived. 
“Outside the Bible laura* the toiler 
was a slave. 
It was an honor to be 
idle and a dishonor to work. 
When 
(’heist came, things changed. 
There 


i - no Labor Day- iii lands where 
Christ has never entered. 
“Christ, the son of a carpenter, 
was a toiler. 
For the most part lie 
chose for his counselors men of toil. 
In his sermons lie considered the 
working man the rank and file, and 
that lie who serves is the greatest.” 
“One day,” continued the Rev. Mr. 
Wylie, “it was not a common thing 
to say it was honorable. Now it is a 
platitude. 
In this day and age we 
have come to consider the man who 
never works a i dishonorable. 
There 
are two extremes in life, the million­ 
aire and the tram p.” 
The work of the world has been 
the pathway to civilization, declared 
the Rev. Mr. Wylie. 
He 
said 
tho 


church is trying to spread the gospe 
of brotherhood in it- way while the 
laboring men are trying to do the 
same thing in their way. 
He urgec 
that the two join purposes for the 
same end. 
Not until capital and la- 
labor recognize each other as broth­ 
ers he -aid in conclusion, not unti 
they love one another, will the indus 
trial problem- be solved.

The union memorial service at the 
St. Paul M. E. church yesterday a f­ 
ternoon in honor of General William 
Booth, the founder of the Salvation 
Army, who <^ied recently, was well a t­ 
tended despite the fact that the heat 
was very depressing. 
The service 
was carried out in so fa r as was pos­ 
sible to conform with the pamphlet 
sent out by the Commander of the 
Army. 
There were 
some wu-ical 
numbers, addresses by the Rev. C. M. 
Yocum aud 
Will M. Sparks, 
and 
readings by Capt. Envoy Sparks of 
the local corps and his wife. 
After song number- and a prayer 
jy the Rev. W. IL Wylie, Mrs. Envoy 
Sparks gave the 
scripture reading 
md printed in the pamphlet order of 
service. B. F. Miller sang a beautiful 
solo and Capt. Sparks read a brief 
listory of Gen. Booth - life. 
“April 10,1829, over 
eighty-three 
year- ago, there was born in Nottiug- 
lain, England, one of the greatest 
men who ever lived,” said 
Will M. 
Spark-, in opening his address. 
Mr* 
Sparks declared that he was appre­ 
ciated not for what he was worth be­ 
cause lie lived among us and was of 
our age. 
Mr. Sparks pas-ed 
over General 
booth’s life history briefly, recalling 
that he 
was a 
clerk by day 
and 
preached at night to help lost souls. 
He said Gen. Booth had a disagree­ 
ment 
with 
the 
Methodist 
church 
shortly before 1861—not a- to feel­ 
ing, but as to minor detail— refused a 
pastorate in the church and began 
preaching on the streets. 
That was 
the beginning of his active career for 
the cause of Je-us Christ. 
Judge Sparks pointed out that one 
of the be-t traits of Gen. Booth was 
that he never answered tho-e who 
criticized him, and never offered one 
word in rebuke, although his accusers 
aud vilifiers were many, and 
they 
were caustic. Judge Spark- recalled 
that Booth was taken to ta-k by -uch 
men as the great Spurgeon and Hux­ 
ley, who appreciated their mistake 
afterwards. 
Mr. Sparks said that the statistics 
of the activities of the Army proved 
what a wonderful work this institu­ 
tion had done. 
He called the audi­ 
ence’s attention to the fact that 4,- 
227,272 copies of the W ar Cry were 
published last year in 
the United 
States, that the Army occupied fifty- 
nine different countries and colonies 
and preaches the gospel in thirty- 
four different 
languages. 
He cited 
many other statistics of the wonder­ 
ful work of the Army and added this 
comment: 
“There has never been a 
globe as great as the Globe of the 
Salvation Army.” 
“ These people are on the streets 
every day and they work continual­ 
ly,” he continued. “If our church peo­ 
ple would attend church and do our 
work as well aud as conscientiously 
as do the Army people, we would rev­ 
olutionize Rushville in three months.” 
Judge Sparks referred to the many 
sources of employment offered by the 
Army to men who are down and out. 
True, he said, they paid poor wages 
because they could not afford to do 
differently, but that the Army was 
not so much concerned in their bodily 
wants as their spiritual wants. 
He 
characterized as the meanest thing 
the labor union ever did was to fight 
the Army to make it pay the union

COURT ERRED 


Rehearing of Constitution Case 


Is Asked. 


ATTORNEY 
GENERAL 
LEADS 


Joining W ith Attorney General Honan 


in Petition For Rehearing of Conten­ 


tion Involving Subm ission of a New 


Constitution to Electorate of State 


Are Several Other Law yers Repre­ 


senting the Parties in Interest. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 2.—A petition for 
a n bearing in the case involving the 
validity of the “Tom Marshall” con­ 
stitution has been filed in the supreme 
court by Attorney General Honan and 
the other attorneys representing the 
governor and others who were inter­ 
ested in the adoption of the new basic 
law-. 
The constitution was passed by 
the last general assembly and since 
has been held invalid by the Indiana 
supreme court. There are about twenty 
assignments of error in the petition, 
among which is one 
declaring the 
court erred in holding that the Marion 
circuit court, which first invalidated 
the proposed constitution, had juris­ 
diction to restrain Governor Marshall 
from performing the duty of submit­ 
ting the constitution to a vote as di­ 
rected by the general assembly. 
The 
supreme court is not now in session, 
and it will not be until October. 
No 
date, therefore, has yet been fixed for 
oral argument on the petition, if such 
an argument will be made.

Washington, Sept. 2.—According to 
the latest dispatches at the state de­ 
partment from Admiral Southerland, 
in command of the American forces 
in Nicaragua, telegraphic and railroad 
communication between Corinto and 
Managua are still 
interrupted. 
It 
is expected, however, that Command­ 
er Terbune, who with 500 men i3 open­ 
ing the railroad to Managua and re­ 
pairing the telegraph lines to the cap­ 
ital, will have reached that city by 
tonight. 
So far as is known the rebels are 
offering no opposition to Terhune and 
his'men, and there is no apprehension 
felt here for the life of a single marine 
or bluejacket, despite rumors eman­ 
ating almost daily from Central Amer­ 
ican sources of American ioss of life. 
The narrative published in a New* 
York newspaper, insinuating that Sec­ 
retary Knox has manipulated the Nic­ 
araguan forces and the attitude of the 
state department solely in the inter­ 
ests of certain Americans, residents 
in Pittsburg and having concessions in 
Nicaragua, were contemptuously re­ 
ferred to at the state department. 
The district concessions which are 
made the basis of the attack on Mr. 
Knox were granted by Zelaya, the 
dictator president. 
This 
concession 
was, after Zelaya was overthrown, re­ 
ferred to the mixed claims commission 
appointed aft**r the revolution, which 
was to attempt to disentangle the na­ 
tion’s affairs. 
The commission ruled 
that $r,r>0,o'»O was owing to the Nic­ 
araguan government on these conces­ 
sions. So far as is known the conces­ 
sionaries have never fulfilled their 
part of the bargain, by which they 
were to retain control of certain por­ 
tions of their rreat commercial privi­ 
leges.

cans for future consumption. 
A few 
years ago the canning industry was 
operated by rule of thumb, it had no 
eientifie management and the nece-- 
ity for such control was entirely 
unappreciated. 
The idea of the can ­ 
ner was to keep his good- from spoil­ 
e r . 
Further than th at lie had little 
are. 
Within the last few years, and 
especially since tile passage of the 
lure food and sanitation laws, 
the 
‘aiming industry has made great de­ 
velopment along other lines. 
“The canner i- now an expert. Im­ 
plant i- built to meet the need- of his 
husine-s and his goods are not only 
-o packed that they will keep from 
spoilage but they are made from the 
be-t of sound, ripe material and so 
prepared and processed 
that 
the 
flavor of the fresh, ripe fruit or vege­ 
table- goe- i n t o the can. 
The -tate 
board of health has been very active 
in regulating the 
canning 
industry 
and this year the business 
will 
be 
carried on under better conditions, 
more complete equipment and with a 
fuller scientific control than ever be­ 
fore. 
“ Since the close of last 
year 
a 
dozen new factories have lieen built, 
not the former cheap sheds, but sub­ 
stantial buildings of brick and con­ 
crete, with the be-t machinery avail­ 
able. 
In the interest of a better a p ­ 
preciation on the part of the con­ 
sum er of the value and safety of 
canned goods, and especially of the 
Indiana pack, it is not out of place 
to describe one of the newer facto r­ 
ies just completed. 
This is the to­ 
mato products plant at Paoli. 
The 
plant is built into a solid limestone 
hillside. 
The main floor i- on a level 
with a private switch 
for 
conven­ 
ience in loading the 
finished 
pro­ 
ducts. 
On this floor the goods are 
received and sealed in containers. 
“Tile next floor also is in the side 
of the hill, and elevated 
ten 
feet 
above the lower or main level. 
On 
this floor are set the large copper 
kettles in which the tomato juice is 
received from the finishing machines 
and quickly raised 
to the boiling 


temperature. 
The next floor, six feet 


above, contains the cyclones and the 


washing 
and 
scalding 
machines, 


while above these are the large re­ 


ceiving tanks, eighteen feet iu dia­ 
meter, where the tomatoes are re­ 
ceived, stored and soaked. 
At this 
level the growers deliver their loads, 
each one emptying his crates directly 
into the receiving 
tanks. 
By 
this 
method each grower has his individ­ 
ual crates and does not change them 
during the season. 
“ The tomatoes are stored iii water 
which also furnishes a soak. When 
required they are 
taken 
from 
the 
tank- in autom atic 
elevators 
and_ 
e« i v eyed to the sorting belt. Passing 
on tiii- belt after sorting, through the 
washing chamber 
and 
steam 
box, 
where the1 second ‘check’ storing is 
done. 
The fruit then goes through 
the cyclone to the finishing machine 
and into the heating tank. 
The heat­ 
ing capacity of the-e tanks is such 
that within four minutes from the 
time the tomato i- thrown 
on 
the 
sorting belt the juice is raised to the 
boiling point. 
From there it is de­ 
livered to the four-gallon Copper ket­ 
tles. so construed and equipped that 
the juice of tile tomato, which is nor­ 
mally about 1.018 specific gravity, is 
reduced to the required consistency 
of 1,035 in ten minutes. 
“When it is considered that to a c ­ 
complish this the juice must be re­ 
duced practically one-half, it will be 
appreciated how expeditious is the 
process employed. 
This is 
accom­ 
plished chiefly through large steam ­ 
ing room iii the kettles and the ap ­ 
plication of high power fans, creat­ 
ing what might be termed a modified 
vacuum. 
Through a delicate and in- 
genious weighing device the 
boiling 
pulp is stopped at ju st the right con­ 
sistency. 
From the kettles the pulp 
goes into the receiving tanks, where 
it is held at ju st below the boiling 
point in order to 
secure 
complete 
sterilization. 
To this tank is atta ch ­ 
ed an automatic 
filler 
which 
fills 
three gallon cans at one operation. 
After the cans have been sealed and 
tested they are placed in the storage 
room on the main floor elevation. The 
building is of reinforced concrete, 
with upper walls of vitrified brick. 
The discarded tomatoes and the re­ 
fuse from the cyclones are conveyed 
out of the building and at once re­ 
moved iii dump cars a distance from 
the factory. 
“ Tin- model plant with it- unique 
construction which eliminates pump­ 
ing material in the process of m anu­ 
facture from one machine to another 
and so minimize- the possibility of 
bacterial 
contamination 
and 
the 
growth of moulds, its perfect venti­ 
lation and drainage systems, it- im­ 
pervious floors, and more than all 
else, it- careful 
scientific 
control, 
make this plant a model and bespeak 
for Indiana an 
increased 
appreci­ 
ation of the value and purity of her 
product-.’’ 
Mr. Barnard has received a letter 
from the Austin Canning Company, 
of Austin, asking for a circular let­ 
ter, iii which the protection of the 
-ta te ’s pure food department is given 
the m anufacturers against 
farm ers 
who attempt to -ell tomatoes unfit 
for canning purpo-e- to tile 
facto r­ 
ies.. 
The letter referred to was is­ 
sued about a year ago by the state 
official and call- attention to Section 
2 of the pure food law. which prohi­ 


bits the sale of decomposed, putrid 


or rotten vegetable substances in any 


proportion, whet lier m anufactured or 


raw. 
The section plainly holds f a r ­

which he has sent to Senator Clapp, 
chairman of the senate committee in­

D. Archbold charged that Col. Roose­ 
velt had been party to the soliciting 
and accepting of Standard Oil cam­ 
paign contributions In 1904, has been 
given out by the colonel. 
Mr. Roos­ 
evelt almost at the opening gives the 
lie in these words: 
“As regards the statem ent of Mr. 
Penrose and Mr. Archbold that with 
my consent or knowledge Mr. Bliss 
asked the 
Standard Oil people for 
$100,000 or any other sum, or received 
such sum from them, it is an unquali­ 
fied falsehood.” 
Further on Colonel Roosevelt com­ 
pares Senator Penrose to a grafting 
policeman, and adds: 
“His language 
is precisely the language that might 
be used by a blackmailing police offi­ 
cer in a big city in advising the keep­ 
er of a law-breaking liquor saloon or 
a gambling house to contribute liber­ 
ally, because they might incur “hos­ 
t i l e in certain quarters.” lf this lan­ 
guage were proved against the police­ 
man he would be removed from the 
force, as it is admitted by the senator 
he should be removed from the sen­ 
ate.” 
Mr. Roosevelt promises that 
there shall be full publicity of contri­ 
butions in his primary campaign last 
spring. 
“I wish to emphasize the fact,” h** 
continued, “that 
testimony of 
Mr. 
Archbold and Mr. Penrose in this mas­ 
ter is an attack on Mr. Bliss, who is 
dead, and is also unwittingly the se­ 
verest possible reflection on them­ 
selves; but It is In no sense any at-1 
tack on me except in so far as they 
assert that the dead man said that I j 
knew of his request for money from 
them. I do not believe that Mr. Bliss 
said this any rn re than I believe the:; 
accusation that Mr. Biiss deliberately 
tried to blackmail the Standard Oil. 
But please keen in mind that this is 
an assault on Mr. Bliss and not on 
me.” 
After a sweeping denial of know - 
ledge or consent to any of the st< pl 
in the transactions cs set forth by the 
two witnesses, ho pays a glowing trib­ 
ute to the memory of Mr. Bliss, but 
adds that of course he could not say 
whether Mr. Bliss had asked for or 
had received the money. 
Further to prove that his skirts are 
entirely clean in the mattes, although 
the skirts of other! might not be so 
dean, Mr. Roosevelt quotes from what 
purported to be an interview with Cor­ 
nelius X. Bliss, published in the Nev 
York Herald of D*c. 24, 1911. 
In thi 
Mr. BIK* is quoted as correcting Ed 
ward ll. H ardm an's assertion that in 
1904 he received word of the desper 
ate st£t«> in X* w York from Mr. Roose­ 
velt. Mr. Bliss said that he conveyed 
that information to the railroad man. 
He discusses the situation and the 
steps taken to raise the $200,000. 
At 
the conclusion of the interview then 
arc these questions 
quoted In th* 
Roosevelt letter, which apparently fur 
ther involved Mr. Bliss: 
“Then the president had nothing 
to do with tho raising of the money?' 
“Answer—‘Not once in the confe - 
ence of the committee was there any 
suggestion that he was doing it. 
The 
only thing that Mr. Roosevelt had to 
do with such m atters was to issue or­ 
ders that money was not to be accept­ 
ed from this or that person. 
His or­ 
ders were ignored, as it was recog­ 
nized that this was something about 
which he must not interfere, and I 
brooked no interference.’ ” 
The letter to Senator Clapp, which 
is about 15.000 words long, goes into 
the 
colonel's 
correspondence 
with 
Chairman Cortelyou of Oct. 26 and 27. 
in which it is ordered that the $100,- 
000 from the Standard Oil company 
be returned at once, although the sum 
Is not mentioned, all of which was just 
after the time that Alton B. Parker 
had first made his charge that the Re­ 
publican nominee and his chairman 
were obtaining money from the great 
corporations in an active way. It sets 
forth In full the famous White House 
statement of the night of Nov. 4, in 
which Judge Parker Is castigated for 
accusing Mr. Cortelyou and the nom­ 
inee of holding up corporations. 
The 
often printed Harriman correspond­ 
ence is reprinted in full. Incidentally 
a paragraph la injected to give the 
colonel an opportunity to praise Wil­ 
liam R. Hearst for his public service 
of high importance, and Mr. Hearst is 
requested to publish everything he has 
of the Archbold letter files. The last 
part of the letter Is taken up with 
third party propaganda and a tribute 
to George W. Perkins. 
The colonel 
goes on record as being against the 
limitation of contributions to $500 or 
$10,000. He does not think the amount 
of the money has anything to do with 
improper use or purpose.

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RAVEL may be defined as a 
, mass of small fragments of 
stone which have been more or 
less rounded through the ac­ 
tion of water aud which have been 
deposited by the same agency along 
sluggish river channels or about the 
margins of lakes or other bodies of 
water. It may Lave been formed from 
tho hard rocks along the seashore, the 
fragments of which, dislodged by the 
elements, fall into the w ater and are 
washed back and forth through the 
action of the waves, gradually becom­ 
ing rounded and smaller. 
In the New England states and oth 
or of the states lying north of the Po­ 
tomac and Ohio river region gravel 
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pits, which are frequently termed gin , 
elal gravels on account of their direct 
or Indirect association with ice action, 
are quite widely distributed, and these 
have been and may be used to a 
greater or Ie?* extent in road improve 
meat. 
During recent geological history of 
the continent the Atlantic and gulf 
borders have been submerged at inter 
va Is. 
The ocean has advanced inland 
a ii nm tier of times. 
During each of 
these* periods of continental submer­ 
gence tk.e harder rock remanents along 
the inner margins of the ocean’s ad 
ranee have Peen rounded, worn down, 
deposited and redeposited with vary-; 
lug pixqiort ions of sands aud loams 
and clays, thus forming beds of grav­ 
el, which are today available for road 
building purposes. 
j 
Gravel roads and macadam roads 
alike have often received sweepingcon- 
demnations as unsatisfactory -when the 
cause of failure was poor construction 
and not the character of the material 
used The need of care In grading and 
drainage in the construction of ma* ad­ 
am roads is being quite generally rec­ 
ognized. but unfortunately many ama­ 
teur i*oad builders seem to think that 
gravel roads may be constructed by 
simply piling gravel on the surface and 
leaving It to be packed by the passing 
trafli • 
In point of fact, the grading 
aud draina:.. • and other details in con 
nectiou wilt) the construction of a 
gravel road should be done with as 
much core and thoroughness as in the. 
case of a macadam road. Moreover, in 
the one case as in the other spe* iflea- ] 
tions must be adapted to varying local j 
conditions. Of course, the gravel itself 
must lie selected with care. That which 
contains a sufficient quantity of bind-1 
ing material so that it stands as a ver- j 
tical wall when it is being excavated j 
is generally the best, for the reason j 
that this same binding material will j 
re-cement the gravel when used for 
road building. 
There are three important qualities 
which should be possessed by road 
building gravel—hardness, toughuess 
and cementing or binding power. Of 
these three qualities the last is the 
most important. This binding quality 
la due in part to the presence of oxide 
of iron, lime or ferrugineous clay and 
in part to the angular shape and size 
of the pebbles composing the gravel 
Blue gravel is universally conceded to 
be the best for road construction, be­ 
cause it is usually derived from trap 
rock. As the pebbles composing the 
gravel retain the characteristics which 
they fofcueriy possessed as a part of 
the larger rock itself. It follows that as 
trap rock is considered an excellent 
material for road building, trap rock 
gravel should occupy the same relative 
rank among the gravels. Limestone Is, 
generally speaking, a soft rock, and 
consequently limestone gravel, which 
is quite rare, will usually be found 
soft and will wear rapidly. 
Quartz 
possesses practically no binding power, 
although it Is very hard. Therefore 
gravel which contains an exception­ 
ally large percentage of quartz will not 
prove successful, as it will fail to con­ 
solidate unless It contains binding ma­ 
terial, or unless a good binder is added. 
In order that the material may bind 
readily the pebbles should be angular 
and should vary in size so that the 
smaller fragments may fill the voids 


between the larger pieces. Gravel ob* 
talced from streams is usually inferior 
to pit gravel for the reason that the ac­ 
tion of the water has worn the pebbles 
smooth and practically all the fine 
binding material has been removed by 
the same agency. Even if clay or loam 
is mixed with river or creek gravel the 
result is not likely to be as satisfactory 
as that obtained by the use of pit grav­ 
el. 
Pit gravel frequently contains too 
much clay or earthy matter, while river 
gravel may have too much sand. 
In 
such cases it is sometimes advisable to 
screen the gravel so as to eliminate the 
material which is too fine or that which 
is too coarse. 
The sc reen should be 
similar to that Which is used in pre­ 
paring material for a macadam road. 
In the handling of the gravel care 
should be exercised not to separate tho 
binding material from it, nor should 
this binding material be allowed to 
settle to the bottom in spreading the 
material over the road surface. 
It 
wfll often be found advisable to spread 
a thin layer of such binding material 
over the surface after the material bas 
been distributed and rolled, and after 
this the surface should be sprinkled 
and rolled again or else rolled while 
still damp from the rains. 
A large part of the gravel found la 
the Atlantic coastal plane is sufficient­ 
ly fine and uniform to render unneces­ 
sary any assorting for road building 
purposes, but when the gravel, espe­ 
cially that which is to constitute the 
surface layer, contains large pebbles 
these should be removed and either 
thrown aside or else raked into the 
foundation or recrushed. 
At least GO 
per cent by weight of the gravel should 
be pebbles above one-eigbth inch in 
size, an i there should be no pebbles in 
the bottom layer that will not pass 
through a two and a half or three Inch 
ring, and in the top layer there should 
i be no pebbles which will not pass 
1 through a one and one-half Inch ring, 
j Not over 20 per cent of the mass 
' should be clay, and this should be uni- 
formly mixed and should contain no 
' large lumps. Ten or 15 per cent of clay 
produces better results than 20 per cent. 
If the foundation or roadbed is loose 
it should be carefully rolled. 
It is 
j quite as important to have a solid 
I foundation for a gravel road as for a 
f macadam road. 
Gravel will compact 
I to about SO per cent of its depth, loose 
I measure, provided earth shoulders are 
! placed on both sides of the road t > 
* prevent VK 
wasting away of the 
' gravel on the sides. If gravel is abun­ 
dant, however, these shoulders may be 
built <TT gravel instead of with earth, 
or the r*ud may be surfaced with 
gravel from shoulder to shoulder. 
If 
the compacted depth of the gravel 
road is to be eight inches and the 
width twelve feet it will take n.bwut 
2,250 cubic yards of gravel to the mile, 
and it ii best to make the first layer 
about six inches in depth, loose meas­ 
ure, and the second layer about four 
inches in depth, loose measure. 
Gravel should not be dumped direct­ 
ly on the road, as this will usually re­ 
sult In a rough, uneven surface. 
If 
specially devised 
spreading wagons 
are not used the gravel should be 
dumped on boards and spread from 
them on to the road. 
The gravel should be placed on the 
road commencing at the end nearest 
the gravel pit, in order that the teams 
will aid iii packing the material. 
A 
I spike or tooth harrow may be used to 
advantage in spreading tho material, 
but if the gravel contains only a small 
amount of binding material the har 
row should not be imed, as it will have 
the effect of l r aging the larger i>eb 
bios to the surface and shaking the 
binding material to the K ttom . 
Each layer of gravel should be rolled 
separately. 
The rolling should begin 
at the sides and contin ne toward the 
center until the surface Is thorough© 
comimeted. 
The surface layer should 
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be sprinkled while the rolling Is in 
progress, but if a roller and sprinkler 
are not available the road should be 
constructed if possible in the spring of 
the year, as the successive rains will 
cause the material to pack much better 
than if the road were built in the dry 
hot summer or early fall. 
If the gravel is lacking in suitable 
binding material and clay or loam ta 
available a limited quantity of each 
material may be spread over the sur­ 
face. 
The clay should be used very 
sparingly, however, as It absorbs wa­ 
ter and causes the road to become soft 
and muddy in wet weather and dusty 
In dry weather. 
When tho clay dries 
It contracts and causes tho road ta 
crack. 
Clay is also affected by frost- 
The same may be said of loam* Tho 
best binder of all Is iron oxide, Which 
ta frequently found coating tho pebbles. 
Very satisfactory results may be ob­ 
tained by surfacing tho gravel toad 
with a thin layer of limestone of trap- 
rock screenings.

CREEPING PARALYSIS FATAL 


His Career Here Began When he 


Walked From Shdbyville, His 


Birthplace, at Age of 14. 


A life of thrift and unusual indus- 


try ended yesterday morning aboul 
eleven o'clock, when Fred A Capp 
age seventy-two years, probably the 
best known man in Bush county anc 
one of the wealthiest farmers in the 
county, died at his home at 334 North 
Main street of creeping paralysis. 


Mr. Capp's condition had been pre- 


carious since a week ago last Friday 
•when he took suddenly ill at 
the 


county fair and had to be hauled 
home. He had been feeling bad a 
week prior to that. His kidneys were 
affected and creeping paralysis de- 
veloped and finally sapped up his 
life blood. 
Members of his family 


have been at his bedside constantly 
since the attack and little hope had 
been held out for his recovery. 


Fred Capp was probably better 


known to the farmers of Rush county 
thau any other man. He attained an 
enviable reputation as an auctioneer 
until it came to pass that a public 
sale was hardly a sale unless Fred 
Capp was there to cry it. He has of- 
ficiated at practically all of the pub- 
lic sales in Rush county in the last 
ten or fifteen years. 


It was in this manner that he be- 


came acquainted all over Rush coun- 
ty. 
Because of his wide acquaint- 


ance Fred Capp found many methods 
to turn his ability to trade into mon- 
ey. Many large land sales have been 
brought about by him without the 
public generally having any know- 
ledge of it. It has been said of him 
that he has brought about deals in 
land that the most experienced real 
estate men could not accomplish. So 
much confidence did so many wealthy 
men in Rush county have in Mr. Capp 
thnt they have given him a signed 
check and told him to buy a piece of 
land at whatever figure he deemed 
reasonable. 


There have not been many public 


meetings in recent years in which 
Fred Capp has 
not participated. 


Whenever there was any announcing 
to be done, Fred Capp was the man. 
He had a stentorian voice acquired in 
his long service as an auctioneer. 


Fred Capp was a staunch Republi- 


can and was 
always 
high in the 


counsels of the party in Rush county. 
In his early life he served as deputy 
sheriff under Sheriff Jot Cook. Al- 
though he rendered the party much 
of service, he never sought any of 
. its emoluments. He 
was always 


steadfast in the G. O. P. belief and 
always stayed with the ship when it 
was beset with squalls without and 
within. 


Mr. Capp had long been identified 


with the financial interests of Rush- 
ville and Rush 
county 
for many 


years. He had large holdings in the 
Rush County National bank and was 
one of its directors. 
The present 


prosperity of the Rush County Farm- 
ers Insurance Company, a local in- 
stitution, is largely due to his busi- 
ness judgment, because he was ac- 
tuary of the company when it was 
beset by some of the evils common to 
a young organization which is enter- 
ing ? new field. 


Although Mr. Capp was not. the 


largest land owner in Rush county, 
there are few farmers living who had 
more of the good Bash county soil in 
their possession1 than had he at the 
time of his death. It is estimated 
that he owned about nine hundred 
acres in his own name, while his son,

Frank Capp, also owns considerable 
land. 


Fred Capp's early life was one of 


hardship and toil. He was thrown 
out on a hard world to sap his living 
from it at the succulent age of four- 
teen years. He was born in Shelby- 
ville April 23, 1840, of poor paren- 
tage and had to 'shift for himself ai

•rovision in the Postoffice Appropri- 
ation Act for the fiscal year ending' 
line 30. 1912. relating to the delivery 
'f mail on Sunday at'the first and 
-eeond class postoffices concerning 
vhich certain instructions were is- 
ned by circular letter dated the 24th 
nstant. This provision as construed 
>y.'the postmaster general does not 
require the lobbies of such offices to 
be closed on Sundays, but simply that 
the delivery of mail to the general 
public through the general delivery, 
carriers' windows, and boxes be dis- 
continued. Mail 
that is 
received 


in time for 
distribution into such 


boxes before midnight on Saturday 
should be distributed to 
the boxes 


and be available to the lock-box hold- 
ers on Sunday as usual. 


"The only mail that will be affected 


under the postmaster general's con- 
struction of the new law is that at 
the postoffices received on Sunday 
which has hitherto been distributed to 
the lock boxes." 


Since the passing of the appropri- 


tion act by congress, the provision 
calling for the Sunday closing has 
caused much discussion and a gener- 
al" complaint was heard. According 
to statements made by Postmaster 
General Hitchcock it was not the in- 
tention of the law to clamp tb« lid 
down on the postoffices on Sitf <ay.

Mr. Sparks passed over General 
ooth's life history briefly, recalling 
lat he was a clerk by day and 


preached at night to help lost souls. 
He said Gen. Booth had a disagree- 
ment with the Methodist church 
shortly before 1861—not as to feel- 
ing, but as to minor detail—refused a 
pastorate in the church and began 
preaching on the streets. That was 
the beginning of his active career for 
the cause of Jesus Christ. 


Judge Sparks pointed out that one 


of the best traits of Gen. Booth was 
that he never answered those who 
criticized him, and never offered one 
word in rebuke, although his accusers 
and vilifiers were many, and 
they 


were caustic. Judge Sparks recalled 
that Booth was taken to task by such 
men as the great Spurgeon and Hux- 
ley, who appreciated their mistake 
afterwards. 


Mr. Sparks said that the statistics 


of the activities of the Army proved 
what a wonderful work this institu- 
tion had done. He called the audi- 
ence's attention to the fact that 4,- 
227,272 copies of the War Cry were 
published last year in the United 
States, that the Army occupied fifty- 
nine different countries and colonies 
and preaches the gospel in thirty- 
four different languages. 
He cited 


many other statistics of the wonder- 
ful work of the Army and added this 
comment: "There has never been- a 
globe as great as the Globe of the 
Salvation Army." 


"These people are on the streets 


every day and they work continual- 
ly," he continued. "If our church peo- 
ple would attend church and do our 
work as well and as conscientiously 
as do the Army people, we would rev- 
olutionize Rushville in three months."

Rehearing of Constitution Case 


Is Asked, 


ATTORNEY 
GENERAL

Joining With Attorney General Honan 


in Petition For Rehearing of Conten- 
tion Involving Submission of a New 
Constitution to Electorate of State 
Are Several Other Lawyers Repre- 
senting the Parties in Interest. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 2.—A petition for 


a rehearing in the case involving the 
validity of the "Tom Marshall" con- 
stitution has been filed in tne supreme 
court by Attorney General Honan and 
the other attorneys representing the 
governor and others who were inter- 
ested in the adoption of the new basic 
law. The constitution was passed by 
the last general assembly and since 
has been held invalid by the Indiana 
supreme court. There are about twenty 
assignments of error in the petition, 
among which is one' declaring the 
court erred in holding that the Marion 
circuit court, which first invalidated 
the proposed constitution, had juris- 
diction to restrain Governor Marshall 
from performing the duty of submit- 
ting the constitution to a vote as di- 
rected by the general assembly. The 
supreme court is not now in session, 
and it will not be until October. No 
date, therefore, has yet been fixed for 
oral argument on the petition, if such 
an argument will be made.

to the effect that two American ma- 
rines have been shot and hilled in Nic- 
aragua. 


Washington, Sept. 2.—According to 


the latest dispatches at the state de- 
partment from Admiral Southerland, 
in command of the American forces 
in Nicaragua, telegraphic and railroad 
communication between Corinto and 
Managua are still interrupted. 
It 


is expected, however, that Command- 
er Terhune, who with 500 men is open- 
ing the railroad to Managua and re- 
pairing the telegraph-lines to the cap- 
ital, will have reached that city by 
tonight. 


So far as is known the rebels are 


offering no opposition to Terhune and 
hisTnen, and there is no apprehension 
felt here for the life of a single marine 
or bluejacket, despite rumors eman- 
ating almost daily from Central Amer- 
ican sources of American loss of life. 


The narrative published in a New 


York newspaper, insinuating that Sec- 
retary Knox has manipulated the Nic- 
araguan forces and the attitude of the 
state department solely in the inter- 
ests of certain .Americans, residents 
in Pittsburg and having concessions in 
Nicaragua, were contemptuously re- 
ferred to at the state department.

The work is the compila- 


tion of John I. Hoffman, deputy to 
Mr. Greathouse, and the statistical 
data he has gathered from county 
superintendents covering the two- 
year period Mr. Greathouse has been 
in office, will be used in the forth- 
coming biennial report from the state 
superintendent's office. 
The report 


deals exhaustively 
with the rural 


schools of Indiana, an^ particular 
attention is paid to the problem of 
school consolidation, comparatively 
a new phase of Indiana educational 
conditions. 


The total cost of maintaining 592 


consolidated schools in the state was 
$1,008,915.17, while the cost of main- 
taining the district schools 
in the 


state was $3,070,921.20, according to 
Mr. Hofiman's report. In the latter 
amount, the reports from four coun- 
ties were not available. 
The number 


of consolidated schools gi%'ing one- 
year high school courses is seven; 
two-year courses, thirty-nine: three- 
year courses, fifty-nine; four-year 
courses, 118.

in the state attended by twelve pupils 
or fewer in 1912 was 571, and in 
1910 was 430.- The number of insti- 
tutions in the state attended by fif- 
teen pupils was 1,088, and in 1910 
was 899. The number of schools at- 
tended by twenty pupils was 1.876 in 
1912. and in 1910 the total was 1.838.

Made in Canning Business. * 


SAYS IT IS BOON TO FARMER 


Indiana is Pre-eminently Adapted to 


Production of Canned Fruits, 


He Declares. 


Indiana is facing the era of its 


greatest prosperity in the canning of 
fruits and vegetables, according to 
an article written by H. E. Barnard, 
chief chemist of the state board of 
liealth, to appear in the forthcoming 
report of the state board. A dozen 
large canning factories, 
equipped 


with modern appliances that have 
jrought the canning industry to a 
Jane with other industries, recently 
lave been located in the state, Mr. 
Barnard says: There is no one part 
of the state that is particularly fa- 
rorable to the canning companies,' 
the state official finds, many different 
communities reporting new firms en- 
ering the field this year. The sea- 
son really began last week, but is at 
ts height now. The canning of toma- 
oes has stimulated the growing of 
;hat product to a point not 'realized 
>y those who have not traveled over 
he state during the last two years, 
iccording to Mr. Barnard. 


Th^t part of the canning eompan- 


es activities has resulted in an im- 
>etus to various farming communi- 
ies in the state, where the tomato 
las largely taken the place of sever- 
il former "side" crops of the farmer. 
It Brazil the farmers 
have 
taken 


ontracts to raise many acres of tlie 
product for the consumption of a 
ew factory.- 
Discussing the 
Indiana 
canning 


ituation Mr. Barnard said: 


"Indiana is pre-eminently adapted 


o the production-of canned fruits 
nd vegetables, and this year 
125 


actories will place the harvest of 
ens of thousands of acres in tin 
aus for future consumption. A fen- 
ears ago the canning industry was 
perated by rule of thumb, it had no 
cientific management aijd the neces- 
ity for such control was entirely 
nappreciated. The idea of the can- 
er was to keep his goods from spoil- 
ge. Further than that he had little 
are. Within the last few,years. and 
specially since the passage of the 
ure food and sanitation laws, the 
mining industry has made great de- 
elopment along other lines. 
"The canner is now an expert, his 
[ant is built to meet the needs of his 
usiness and his goods are not only 
o packed that they will keep from 
joilage but they are made from the 
est of sound, ripe material and so 
repared and processed 
that 
the 


avor of the fresh, ripe fruit or vege- 
ables goes into the can. The state 
oard of health has been very active 


regulating the canning industry 


nd this year the business will be 
arried on under better conditions, 
more complete equipment and with a 


uller scientific control than ever be- 
ore. 


"Since the close of last year a 
ozen new factories have been built, 
ot the former cheap sheds, but sub- 
tantial buildings of brick and con- 
rete, with the best machinery avail- 
ble. In the interest of a better ap- 
reciation on the part of the con- 
umer of the value and safety of 
anned goods, and especially of the 
ndiana pack, it is not out of place 
o describe one of the newer factor- 
es just completed. This is the to- 
mato products plant at Paoli. The 


lant is built into a solid limestone 
illside. The main floor is on a level 
ith a private switch for eonven- 
ince in loading the finished pro- 
ucts. 
On this floor the goods are 


eceived and sealed in containers. 


"The next floor also is in the side 
f the hill, and elevated 
ten 
feet 


t>ove the lower pr main level. On 
lis floor are set the large copper 
ettles in which the tomato juice is 
eceived from the finishing machines 
nd quickly raised to the boiling 
imperatnre. The next floor, six feet 
bove, contains the cyclones and the 
ashing 
and scalding machines, 


bile above these are the large re- 


ceiving tanks, eighteen feet in dia- 
meter, where the tomatoes are re- 
ceived, stored and soaked. At thia 
level the growers deliver their loads, 
each one emptying his crates directly 
into the receiving tanks. By thia 
method each grower has his individ- 
ual crates and does not change them 
during the season. 


"The tomatoes are stored-in water 


which also furnishes a soak. When 
required they are taken from the 
tanks in automatic .elevators aad.- 
conveyed to the sorting belt. Passing 
on this belt after sorting, through the 
washing chamber and steam 
box, 


where the"1 second 'check' storing is 
done. 
The fruit then goes through 


the cyclone to the finishing machine 
and into the heating tank. The heat- 
ing capacity of these tanks is such 
that within four minutes from the 
time the tomato is thrown on the 
sorting belt the juice is raised to the 
rboiling point. From there it is de- 
livered to the four-gallon copper ket- 
tles, so construed a'nd equipped that 
the juice of the tomato, which is nor- 
mally about 1,018 specific gravity, is 
reduced to the required consistency 
of 1.035 in ten minutes. 


"When it is considered that to ac- 


complish this the juice must be re- 
duced practically one-half, it will be 
appreciated how expeditious is the 
process employed. This is ac"com- 
plished chiefly through large steam- 
ing room in the kettles and the ap- 
plication of high power fans, creat- 
ing what might be termed A modified 
vacuum. Through a delicate and in- 
genious weighing device the boiling 
pulp is stopped at just the right con- 
sistency. From the kettles the pulp 
goes into the receiving tanks, where 
it is held at just below the boiling 
point in order to secure 
complete 


sterilization. To this tank is attach- 
ed an automatic filler which fills 
three gallon cans at one operation. 
After the cans have been sealed and 
tested they are placed in the storage 
room on the main floor elevation. The 
building is of reinforced concrete, 
with upper walls of vitrified - brick. 
The discarded tomatoes and the re- 
fuse from the cyclones are conveyed . 
out of the building and at once re- 
moved in dump cars a distance from 
the factory. 


"This model plant with its unique 


eonstmction which eliminates pump- 
ing material in the process of manu- 
facture from one machine to another 
and so minimizes the possibility of 
bacterial 
contamination and the 


growth of moulds, its perfect venti- 
lation and drainage systems, its im- 
pervious floors, and more than all 
else, its careful scientific 
control, 


make this plant a model and bespeak 
for Indiana an increased appreci- 
ation of the value and purity of her 
products." 


Mr. Barnard has received a letter 


from the Austin Canning Company, 
of Austin, asking for a circular let- 
ter, in which the protection of the 
state's pure food department is given 
the manufacturers against 
farmers 


who attempt to sell tomatoes unfit 
for canning purposes to the 
factor- 


ies.. The letter referred to was is- 
sued about a year ago by the state 
official and calls attention to Section 
2 of the pure food law, which prohi- 
bits the sale of decomposed, putrid 
or rotten vegetable substances in any 
proportion, whether manufactured or 
raw. The section plainly holds far- 


selling "tainted" tomatoes 


guilty of a violation of the law, Mr. 
Barnard points out.

In These Terms the Colonel Places in 


His Ananias Club the Men Who Said 
He Knew of Standard Oil Contribu- 
tions—In a 15,000-Word Statement 
Former President Gives His Side of 
the Famous Contention. 


New York, Sept. 3.—The letter 


which he has sent to Senator Clapp, 
chairman of the senate committee in- 
vestigating campaign contributions be- 
fore which Senator Penrose and John 
D. Archbold charged that. Col. Roose- 
velt had been party to the soliciting 
and accepting of Standard Oil cam- 
paign contrPoutions in 1904, has been 
;iven out by the colonel. Mr. Roos- 
evelt almost at the opening gives the 
He in these words: 


"As regards the • statement of Mr. 


Penrose and Mr. Archbold that with 
my consent or knowledge Mr. Bliss 
asked the 
Standard Oil people for 


$100,000 or any other sum, or received 
such sum from them, it is an unquali- 
fied falsehood." 


Further on Colonel Roosevelt com- 


pares Senator Penrose to a grafting 
policeman, and adds: "His language 
Is precisely the language that might 
he used by a blackmailing police offi- 
cer in a big city In advising the keep- 
er of a law-breaking liquor saloon or 


gambling house to contribute liber- 


ally, because they might incur "hos- 
tility in certain quarters." If this lan- 
;uage were proved against the police- 
man he would be removed from the 
Force, as it is admitted by the senator 
he should be removed from the sen- 
ate." 
Mr. Roosevelt promises that 


there shall be full publicity of contri- 
butions in his primary campaign last 
spring. 


"I wish to emphasize the fact," he 


continued, "that testimony of Mr. 
Archbold and Mr. Penrose in this mat- 
ter is an attack on Mr. Bliss, who is 
dead, and is also unwittingly the se- 
verest possible reflection on them- 
selves; but it is in no sense any at- 
tack on me except in so far as they 
assert that the dead man said that I 
knew of his request for money from 
them. I do not believe that Mr. Bliss 
said this any more, than I believe their 
accusation that Mr. Bliss deliberately 
tried to blackmail the Standard Oil. 
But please keep in mind that this is 
an assault on Mr. Bliss and not on 
me." 


After a sweeping ~ denial of know- 


ledge or consent to any of the steps 
In the transactions as set forth by the 
two witnesses, he pays a glowing trib- 
ute to the memory of Mr. Bliss, but 
adds that of course he could not say 
whether Mr. Bliss had asked for or 
had received the money. 


Further to prove that his skirts are 


entirely clean in the matter/! although 
the skirts of other§ might not be so 
clean. Mr. Roosevelt quotes from what 
purported to be an interview with Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss, published in the New 
York Herald of Dec. 24, 1011. In this 
Mr. Bliss is quoted as correcting Ed- 
ward H. Harriman's assertion that in 
1904 he received word of the desper- 
ate state in New York from Mr. Roose- 
velt. Mr. Bliss said that he conveyed 
that Information to the railroad man. 
He discusses the situation and the 
steps taken to raise the $200,000. At 
the conclusion of the interview there 
are these questions 
quoted In the 


Roosevelt letter, which apparently fur- 
ther involved Mr. Bliss: 


"Then the president had nothing 


to do with the raising of the money?" 


'Answer—'Not once in the confer- 


ence of the committee was there any 
suggestion that he was doing it. Ths 
only thing that Mr. Roosevelt had to 
do with such matters was to issue or- 
ders that money was not to be accept- 
ed from this or that person. His or- 
ders were ignored, as it was recog- 
nized that this was something about 
which he must not interfere, and I 
brooked no interference.'" 


The letter to'Senator Clapp, which 


is about 15,000 words long, goes into 
the colonel's 
correspondence 
with 


Chairman Cortelyou of Oct. 26 and 27, 
in which it is ordered that the $100,- 
000 from the Standard Oil company 
be returned at once, although the sum 
is not mentioned, all of which was just 
after the time that Alton B. Parker 
had first made his charge that the Re- 
publican nominee and his chairman 
were obtaining money from the great 
corporations in an active way. It sets 
forth in full the famous White House 
statement of the night of Nov. 4, in 
which Judge Parker Is castigated for 
accusing Mr. Cortelyou and the nom- 
inee of holding up corporations. The 
often printed Harrlman correspond- 
ence is reprinted in full. Incidentally 
a paragraph is injected to give the 
colonel an opportunity to praise Wil- 
liam R. Hearst for his public service 
of high importance, and Mr. Hearst is 
requested to publish everything he has 
of the Archbold letter files. The last 
part of the letter is taken up with 
third party propaganda and a tribute 
to George W. Perkins. The colonel 
goes on record as being against the 
limitation of contributions to'$500 or 
$10,000. He does not think the amount 
of the money has anything to do with 
Improper us* or purpose.

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IAVEL may be defined as a 
mass of small fragments of 
stone which have been more or 
less rounded througB the ac- 


tion of water and which have been 
deposited by the same agency along 
sluggish river channels or about the 
margins of lakes or other bodies of 
water. It may have been formed from 
the hard rocks along the seashore, the 
fragments of which, dislodged by the 
elements, fall Into the water and are 
washed back and forth through the 
action of the waves, gradually becom- 
ing rounded and smaller. 


In the New England states and oth- 


er of the states lying north of the Po- 
tomac and Ohio river region gravel

Gravel ronds and macadam roads | 


alike have often received sweeping con- 
demnations as unsatisfactory when the 
cause of failure was poor construction 
and not the character of the material 
used The need of care in grading and 
drainage in the construction of macad-. 
am roads is being quite generally rec- j 
ognized. but unfortunately many ama- 
teur road builders seem to think that 
gravel roads may be constructed by 
simply piling gravel on the surface and 
leaving it to be packed by the passing 
traffic. 
In point of fact, the grading! 


and drnimi£3 and other details In con- j 
nection will) the construction of a ; 
gravel road should be done with as . 
much care and thoroughness as in the | 
case of a macadam road. Moreover, In 
the one case as In the other specifica- 
tions must be adapted to varying local 
conditions. Of course, the gravel itself 
must be selected with care. That which 
contains .a sufficient quantity of bind- 
ing material so that it stands as a ver- 
tical wall when it is being excavated 
is generally the best, for the reason 
that this same binding material will 
re-cement the gravel when used for 
road building. , 


There are three Important qualities 


•which should be possessed by road 
building gravel—hardness, toughness 
and cementing or binding power. Of 
these three qualities the last is the 
most'Important. This binding quality 
Is dne in part to the presence of oxide 
of iron, lime or femigiueous clay and 
In part to the angular shape and size 
of the pebbles composing the gravel. 
Blue gravel is universally conceded to 
be the best for road construction, be- 
cause it is usually derived from trap 
rock. As the pebbles composing the 
gravel retain the characteristics which 
they foftnerly possessed as a part of 
the larger rock itself, it follows that as 
trap rock is considered an excellent 
material for road building, trap rock 
gravel should occupy the same relative 
rank among the gravels. Limestone is, 
generally speaking, a soft rock, and 
consequently limestone gravel, which 
is quite rare, will' usually be found 
soft and will wear rapidly. Quartz 
possesses practically no binding power, 
although it Is very hard. Therefore 
gravel which contains an exception- 
ally large percentage of quartz will not 
prove successful, as it will fail to con- 
solidate unless it contains binding ma- 
terial, or unless a good binder is added. 


In order that the material vuty bind 


iMdfly the pebbles should be angular 
and should vary in size to that th* 
•mallet -fragments may, nil the voids 


between the larger pieces. Gravel ob> 
talned f rom streams is usually Inferior 
to pit gravel for the reason that the ac- 
tion of the water has worn the pebbles 
smooth and practically all the fine 
binding material has been removed by 
the same agency. Even if clay or loam 
is mixed with river or creek gravel the 
result'is not likely to be as satisfactory 
as that obtained by the use of pit grav- 
el. Fit gravel frequently contains, too 
much clay or earthy matter, while river 
gravel may have too much sand. Ill 
such cases it is sometimes advisable to 
screen the gravel so as to eliminate the 
material which is too fine or that which 
is too coarse. The screen should be 
similar to that which is used in pre- 
paring material for a macadam road. 
In the handling of the gravel care 
should be exercised not to separate the 
binding material from it, nor should 
this biudiug material be allowed to 
settle to the bottom in spreading the 
material over the road surface. 
It 


wfll often be found advisable to spread 
a thin layer of such binding material 
over the surface after the material has 
been distributed and rolled, and after 
this the surface 'should be sprinkled 
and rolled again or else rolled while 
still damp from the rains. 


A large part of the gravel found in 


the Atlantic coastal plane is sufficient- 
ly fine and uniform to render unneces- 
sary any assorting for road building 
purposes, but when the gravel, espe- 
cially that which is to constitute the 
surface layer, contains large pebbles 
these should be removed and either 
thrown aside or else raked into the 
foundation or recrushed. At least 60 
per cent by weight of the gravel should 
be pebbles above one-eighth inch in 
size, and there should be no pebbles in 
the bottom layer that will not pass 
through a two and a half or three inch 
ring, and in tlie top layer there should 
be no pebbles which will not pass 
through a one and one-half inch ring. 
Not over 20 per cent of the mass 
should be clay, and this should be uni- 
formly mixed and should contain no 
large lumps. Ten or 15 per cent of clay 
produces better results than 20 per cent 


If the foundation or roadbed is loose 


it should be carefully rolled. 
It is 


quite as important to have a solid 
foundation for a gravel road as for a 
macadam road. Gravel will compact 
to about SO per cent of its depth, loose 
measure, provided earth shoulders are 
placed on both sides of the road to 
prevent tlic wasting a-way of the 
gravel on the sides. If gravel is abun- 
dant, however, these shoulders may be 
built OT gravel instead of with earth, 
or the road may be surfaced with 
gravel from shoulder to shoulder. If 
the compacted depth of the gravel 
road is to be eight inches and the 
width twelve feet it will take about 
2,250 cubic yards of gravel to the mile, 
and it is best to make the first layer 
about six inches in depth, loose meas- 
ure, and the second layer about four 
inches in depth, loose measure. 


Gravel should not be dumped direct- 


ly on the road, as this will usually re- 
sult In a rough, uneven surface. 
If 


specially devised spreading wagons 
are not used the gravel should be 
dumped on boards and spread from 
them on to the road. 


The gravel should be placed on the 


road commencing at the end nearest 
the gravel pit, in order that the teams 
will aid in packing the material. A 
spike or tooth harrow may be used to 
advantage in spreading the material, 
but if the gravel contains only a small 
.amount of binding material the har- 
row should not be used, as it will have 
the effect of bringing the larger peb- 
bles to the surface and shaking the 
binding material to the bottom. 


Each layer of gravel should be rolled 


separately. 
The rolling should begiz 


at the sides and continue toward the 
center until the surface is thoroughly 
compacted. The surface layer should

be sprinkled while the rolling is In 
progress, but if a roller and sprinkler 
are not available the road should be 
constructed if possible in the spring ot 
the year, as tne successive rains will 
cause the material to pack much better 
than if the road were built in the dry 
hot summer or early fall.
